SESSION NOTES. 
Ottawa, April 28, ’98. 

The annual report of the depart- 
ment of Indian affairs has the follow- 
ing on education, by the deputy super- 
intendent-general, Mr. Smart : 

“ There is a natural tendency to 
run to extremes, and it seems 
questionable whether the recogni- 
tion of the undoubted advantages 
of boarding and industrial schools 
has not tended to an undervaluation 
of day schools on the reserves, 
which in the older provinces especial- 
ly have done and are doing a work 
by no means to be despised. It is 
true that the transformation from 
the natural condition to that of 
civilization can be more speedily ac- 
complished by means of boarding 
and industrial schools, but even 
then it is questionable whether the 
day school should not provide the 
initial stage of preparation for the 
benefits of the boarding and indus- 
trial institutions. 

“There certainly seems reasen 
to pause before further extending 
these industrial schools, and before 
doing so the capacity of those al- 
ready established should be utilized 
to the extreme limit. Education 
must be considered with relation to 
the future of the pupils, and only 
the certainty of some practical re- 
sults can justify the large expense 
entailed upon the couatry by the 
maintenance of these schools. To 
educate children above the possibili- 
ties of their station, and create a 
distaste for what is certain to be 
their invironment in life, would be 
not only waste of money bus doing 
thein an injury instead of confer- 
ring a benefit upon them. The 
progress of seitlement in Manitoba, 
the Northwest Territories and 
British Columbia will doubtless 
eventually afford further openings 
than now exist for those who have 
had the benefit of training at in- 
dustrial institutions; but in the 
meantime, it becomes us to proceed 
cautiously, and as already said to 
make all possible use of existing 
facilities before incurring further 
expense in extending them.” 

In view of the fact that the total 
expenditare on the education of 
Indians for the year ending June 
30th, 97, reached the figure of $306,- 
953 as against $18,046 in 1870, there 
would indeed appear to be need for 
caution in extending the scope and 
consequently the expenditure on the 
industrial schvols, which absorb $212,- 
645 for educating an average attend- 
ance for the year of 1,550 pupils ; 
against $94,308 for educating an 
average attendance of 3,807 in day 
and boarding schools. As between 
these classes of schools; the 
boarding schools educate 697 pupils 
at a cost of $68,504 and the day 
schools 3,119 pupils at a cost of 
$25,804. In view of the vast differ- 
ence in the expense to the taxpayer 
between the cost of furnishing ordin- 
ary day school education and in- 
dustrial school education to the 
Indians, it is a question worth con- 
sidering whether the white taxpayers 
owe the children of Indians better 
educational advantages than they can 
secure for their own children. The 
day schcol which is good enough for 
the majority of the white children of 
the country should be good enough 


two 


for the children of the Indians; 
especialiy in view of the fact-at 
which the deputy superintendent- 


general hints, but which is from year 
to year becoming more thoroughly 
established, namely that the Indian 
children are being unfitted for their 
natural and necessary field of future 
labor by the influences of the indus- 
trial schools. Not less than a quarter 
of a millicn dollars annually is being 
used on these industrial schools over 
and above what would be required to 
give the same children the advantages 
of a day school educaiion. Has 
Canada this amount of money to 
spare from the taxes of her people for 
work that to say the least is not 
necessary to bedone, even if it were 
useful, much less then can she spare 
it if the work is not useful. The gov- 
ernment does well to go cautiously 
in increasing this expenditure. It 
would have done better if it had re- 
duced it whenever possible instead of 
increasing it even cautiously. Some 
of these schools have now been 
long enough in operation to allow of a 
number of Indian pupils to have 
passed through them and have demon- 
strated their usefulness if they have 
any, There should be a full and im- 
partial enquiry at once as to the sub- 
stantial results that have been achiev- 
ed so far. For years at the beginning 
of their establishment their ultimate 
value was necessarily a matter of 
theory. That time is past, and their 
value can be judged by results. Let 
the test be applied, and if found 
wanting let the huge expenditure 
cease or be turned to purpeses which 
will benefit the people who pay the 
money in the first place. 


The purpose of the industrial schools 
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is to teach the Indian boys trades. 
If they are not successful in turning 
out merchants and artizans who will 
compete with white men in the same 
trades they fail of their purpose. And 
if they do .urn out Indians who will 
compete with white lavor it is essen- 
tially unfair to the white people who 
have to pay for the education of their 
own sons as well as those of the 
Indians. As a missionary effort these 
schools are all right, and those who 
desire to contribute of their means for 
the purpose of improving the condi- 
tion of the Indians in this way are 
entitled to all credit for their motives. 
Bnt these schools are not supported 
by free contributions prompted by 
missionary zeal. They are supported 
by the taxes of the people which have 
only a right to be levied for business 
and not for missionary purposes. In 
other words the taxes of the people 
should only be used for the benefit of 
the whole people and not as in this 
case for the supposed, but question. 
able benefit of a particular class. 


The Indian is fitted by nature to be 
a hunter, fisher, voyager, freighter 
and pioneer generally. Anything 
that involves out door occupation, 
change of scene, and not too great 
responsibility. Jn following these 
occupations he is a valuable member 
of the community.” 1... by nature 
or inclination unfitted for indoor 
occupation, continuous toil, or more 
than limited business responsibility. 
He is therefore unfitted to be a suc- 
cessful artizian, and in so far as the 
industrial destroys his taste for the 
labor which he naturally enjoys and 
cannot make him enjoy the labor 


which it teaches, it lessens his useful- |

News has at last been received by 
the police department of the Moodie 
party, which left Edmonton late in 
August last for the Pelly river. 
Inspector Moodie wired from (Ques- 


nelle, B. C., a few ago that his party | 


had reached Fort Graham on the 


Finlay branch of Peace river, west of | 
the mountains from Fort St. John. 


They crossed the mountains by a pass 


at the head of Halfway river and | 


reached Fort Graham some time in 
January, all in good order. But at 
Fort’ Graham the snow was five feet 
deep rendering winter travel im- 


practicable anc besides food could not | 
be assured for the dogs for the con- | 


tinuation of the trip to Pelly river. 
The party therefore wintered at Fort 
Graham. 


to communicate with the authorities 


and arrange for horses and supplies | 


with which to proceed in the spring 
All the party were well and had 
plenty of supplies when he left Fort 
Graham. They expected to start north 
again about May 20th. 


That the expedition has so far 
failed of its purpose is being widely 
used as a means of discrediting the 
Edmonton overland ioute to the 
Yukon. Therefore it may be well to 
state the causes of its failure. 
They are two in number : 

Ist.

As to the incompetence of the 
officer in charge it is only necessary 
to say that although having a com- 
plete outfit and travelling light over 
a known

Another police 
ofticer, Inspector Routledge, made the 
trip from Edmonton to Fort Simpson 
and return, about 2,000 miles, in a 
month’s less time than it took Moodie 
to reach Fort Graham from Fort St. 
John, pessibly 200 miles, and then 
himself get out to Quesnelle three or 
four hundred miles further. From 
July to October Insp. Snyder travel- 
led in a similar country very much 
further than Insp. Moodie travelled 
from August until now. On a second 
trip Insp. Snyder left Edmorton in 
December for Fort St. John and 
could easily have caught up to Moodie 
before he reached Fort Graham had 
he been so directed. It is not the 
custom of the BuLLETIN to find fault 
with the manner in which officials of 
the government discharge their duties, 
but in this case important public 
interests are at stake and the public 
have a right to know where the fault 
lies. At the same time the police 
force and its officers have a right to 
be relieved from the discredit which 
would naturally attach to the force as 
a whole from the break down of such 
an important expedition; by its 
being shown that the failure is excep- 
tional and not usual.

sed country with much lighter snow fall 
east of the mountains. The difference 
in the practicability of the two routes 
is shown by the fact that while 
Moodie was stuck in five feet of snow 
at Fort Graham in January, Jack 
Graham and party who took the 
eastern route to the Liard from Fort 
St. John during the summer, returned 
from the Liard to St. John in Decem- 
ber and January with horses, and lost 
only one. The success of Graham's 
trip proves conclusively that the 
proper route lies east of the moun- 
tains to the Liard river and that in 
crossing the mountains, where he did 
Insp. Moodie was not taking the proper 
course to reach the Yukon. Possibly 
he had been instructed to try to reach 
Telegraph Creek by a direct route to 
make connection with the projected 
railroad. His course would seem to 
indicate that such was the case. If

The following letter, descriptive of 


Dawson and the life of its inhabitants, 
was received last week from Const. 
Dundas, now of the Dawson detach- 
ment of the mounted police, by a 
friend in town. The letter is dated 
Fort Herchmer, Oct. 24th, ’97, and 
reads in part as follows: You want 
& geographical description of the 
country, well it is all right in that 
respect only it is a good deal too big. 
If you expect a graphic description I 
am afraid yor will ve disappointed, 
though I might say thatit is a very 
mountainous country, in fact it would 
be all mountains only for the rivers, 
the largest of which is of course the 
Yukon. The geography of this coun- 
try, or at least that part of it dealing 
with the routes in and out, is at pre- 
sent bothering bigger heads than mine. 
Every way at present knewn has 
many drawbacks. The way around 
by the mouth of the Yukon and up 
here by steam boats was a failure this 
summer, as some of the boats did not 
get up at all and the supplies which 
tuey intended to bring up and which 
it was expected they would bring, as 
they were badly needed, lie down at Ft. 
Yukon, four hundred miles down the 
river from here. As a result we have 
pretty near a famine. Whiskey is 
abeut the only thing that can be 
bought and of that the supply seems 
very fair. You can see from this that 
the geography of coming up the river 
cannot be depended upon to bring in 
food and clothing to supply an 
enormous and «ver increasing popu- 
lation, such as we havehere at the 
present time. The trouble seems to 
be too much geography—a little 
stretch of level land and of course the 
river has to go and try to cover it all, 
result: Steamboat can find no chan- 
nel deep enough to get through so 
unloads and goes back te the mouth 
for another load, saying: “Perhaps 
water will be higher next summer.” 
Miner comes in here from his claim 
to get the grub stake he ordered 
months ago—finds there is none here 
—thinks of the short winter, only 
eight months, swears, and says he 
doesen’t want to go 400 miles to 
board for the winter, but winds up by 
having to go. 

To come here the other way, known 
as coming down the river, is a pretty 
hard way to bring in much freight as 
you have to go overland at least 25 
miles to get to the head waters of the 
Yukon and, skort as the distance is, 
of course there has to be a mountain 
in the way. Of course they call ita 
pass, yes, you pass over the top. Then 
when you are at the head waters 
which is a small lake, you are still 
560 miles from here and you have to 
build your own boats to paoceed down 
in and Sit is a pretty dangerous thing 
for a man without experience in this 
kind of thing to attempt, as there are 
some lakes to cross on which you 
might get shipwrecked and there are 
some rapids that are pretty bad. 

Quite afew get drowned. Others 
probabiy, get off with their life and 
lose all their outfit. In one case we 
saw two men who had a gocd boat 
and about a year’s supplies. Their 
boat struck a rock and they lost it 
and all that was init. One of the 
men was carried inte an eddy where 
he got to shore, the other got tangled 
up in some rope, the rope got caught 
on a rock and the water was running 
so swift it washed all his clothing off 
before help came. 

This is a country which you can 
never find out all about until you 
come and see it—and I am_ very

sorry I ever let my curiosity lead me 
to find out. It would be better if you 
could buy anything at a reasonable 
rate. A man got here the other day 
with some fresh beef and the police 
secured +4000 pounds for $3,000 and 
that was a bargain. I saw another 
man offer $100 for 100 candles and 
he didn’t get them. Coal oil has sold 
for as much as $50 a gallon. I saw 
socks which costs $4. pair and any 
kind of moccasins cest $5 a pair. 
Some men are making big pots of 
money, but otiers are not thinsing 
so much of money as of something te 
eat.
